Anthony; four Democrats: Messrs. 
Jeck, Gibson, Lamar and Oolqnitt,

The legislatures by which the 


emaining vacancies will be filled are 
0 constituted that of the 18 seats, 7 
will surely be filled by Bepublicans 
and 9 will surely be filled by Demo- 
rats, BO that, without taking into 
account either Colorado or Nebraska, 
he senate, after March 3, 1883, will 
>e composed of 36 Bepublicans, 36 
democrats, and 2 Keadjusters. 
It is 


ery probable, however, if not abso- 
utely beyond question, that Colora- 
do will elect a Bepublican. In the 
new Nebraska legislature, the Be- 
mblicans can be outvoted by a com-

PANA, 111., Nov. 17.—TLis morning 
fiendish case of outrage on an iuuo- 


cent young girl was brought to light. 
which is a good match for the well- 
mowii crime committed against Miss 
Emma Bond, which is still fresh in 
;he minds of every citizen of Chris- 
aan county. 
The facts are as fol- 


lows: MBS Lena Zinn, a young lady 
about 20 years of age, left her home 
n Mattoon yesterday afternoon, on 
;he Indianapolis and St. Louis rail 
road, to visit some friends in Beards- 
x>wn. 
The train being about an 


lonr late, she found on arriving at 
;his place that she had missed con- 
nection here and could not get out 
of here until this evening. 
Being 


short of funds, only having money 
enough to carry her through to her 
journey's end, she did not know what 
;o do. The ticket agent, taking pity 
on her, gave her permission to re- 
main in the depot all night, for 
which she was very thankful. About 
dark a young rough named John 
Kellar. came to her, and representing 
bimself as a policeman, told her that 
she could not remain there, and un- 
less she found other quarters that he 
would arrest her and lock her up in 
the station. At this another young 
rough named Wm. Coulter, put in 
an appearance, and 
representing 


bimself as a runner for a hotel, told 
her to come with him and he would 
give her lodgings at the hotel free of 
charge. 
Being almost destitute and 


readily believing what these fiends 
told her she willingly accompanied 
young Coulter, never dreaming that 
he meant to do her harm. 


Coulter and she started off togeth- 


er, followed closely by Kellar. Coul- 
ter told her that his hotel was m the 
eastern part of town, and took her in 
th'at direction until they reached the 
east school building. There he forced 
her into one of the outbuildings and 
Kellar soon came up and went into 
the building and committed the. 
crime. They were followed from the 
depot by a young man named Wm. 
Kreeger, who, when he found what 
their intentions were, turned buck 
and gave the alarm, but before as- 
sistance could arrive they had ac 
complished their desires and fled. 
The young lady swore out a warrant 
for their arrest, and this morning 
they were arrested and placed in jail. 
The examination was sot for this af- 
ternoon, but when the culprits found 
what strong evidence was against 
them they waived examination and 
were placed under $1,500 bonds to 
await the action of the grand jury, 
which meets at Taylorville on the 
twentieth. 


Excitement has run high in this 


city all day, and threats of lynching 
could be heard on all sides. 
The 


people of this county are disgusted 
with the law, and feel that the only 
way that they can have justice done 
is to take the law in their own hand;- 
and mete out the just puiiihl) inoni 
that they deserve. This outrage, o" 
curring so soon after the horrible 
outrage on Miss Bond, has caused i: 
revival in the excitement in that case, 
and a great many people look for 
ward to the coming term of court 
with a great deal of concern, and 
would not be at all surprised to have 
a first class neck-tie party. 
The 


prisoners will bo taken to Taylor- 
ville in the morning, and confined 
in the county jail until after the trial 
comes off. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Congress- 


man Bisbee, of Florida, has arrived 
in Washington. Ho represents the 
second district, which for tho last 10 
years has furnished a contested elec- 
tion case at the beginning of every 
congress for the consideration of the 
house of representatives. This time, 
however, Colonel Bibbee says no con- 
test will be made, the democrats 
conceding his election by a majority 
of about 400 votes, notwithstanding 
the fact that at the last session of 
the legislature one county was taken 
from the first district and added to 
the second in order to m^ke tUe lat- 
ter surely democratic. One feature 
of the election, as described by Col. 
Bisbee, was its fairness, coupled with 
an honest count and return of the 
votes cast. He says that the chief 
issue in the canvass, so far as he 
could make it one, was the tariff, he 
taking strong ground in favor of pro- 
tection, while his opponent advoca- 
ted "a tariff for revenue only.' 
The 


chief industrial interests of the dis- 
trict are the growing of oranges, 
lemons and other tropical fruits, the 
manufacture qf lumber and to n con- 
siderable extent the growing of rice 
and sugar, and it appears these in- 
terests responded to Colonel Bisbee's 
appeals in behalf of protection to 
American industry. 


MONMOUTH, 111., Nov. 16.—A few 


weeks ago the large grain barn of 
William Flack, north of this city, 
was destroyed by an incendiary, en- 
tailing a losa of $1500. 
To-day 


Moses Kobinson, a neighbor of Flack, 
was arrested, charged with the crime 
of arson. 
Robinson is about 70 


years old, and is worth, about $20,- 
000. 
He and Flack have had some 


legal disputes, and it is alleged that 
Robinson 
adopted this mode of 


wreaking vengeance. 
A detective 


wap taken into the employ of Flack, 
and worked upon the casa 
Robin 


son gave bond of SI,000 for his ap 
pearance to-day. The case against 
Robinson was worked up by the 
Mooney & Boland detective agency, 
of Chicago, and there seems to be 
little doubt of Robinson's guilt Rob- 
inson, it appears, had on several oc- 
casions let his cattle ran at large and 
do damage to Flack's farm, and es- 
pecially to a fine hedge. Flack had 
Robinson arrested and fined. This 
was repeated several times for like 
offenses. 
He, Robinson, threatened 


to get even with Flack, if he had to 


sit up nights. The letter's fine barn 
was destroyed at midnight on Octo- 
ber 27. Flack got the detectives to 
wofk up tto case, and one engaged 
himself to * Robinson to shell com 
The operative heard Robinsoa n>ak6 
many threate against Flack, and also 
found a man to whom Robinson had 
offered $5 if he would set fire to the 
barn. Proof was also obtained show- 
ing that Robinson was out yery late 
on the night of the fire, and, alto- 
gether, the evidenca saems pretty 
itrong against him. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.—The elec- 


trical storm began to be observed 
iiere on the eastern wires at 8 a. in. 
Its effect gradually increased until 
at 10:30 this place was completely 
surrounded. The storm reached as 
far as Augusta, Ky. 
Wires were 


worked here to ColumBus and St. 
Louis without battery .at this end. 
The wires were very heavily charged, 
a flame appearing when the contact 
was broken. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 17.—A« mag- 


netic storm of remarkable force and 
unparalleled duration has prevailed 
here since about 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, prostrating telegraphic commu- 
nication until noon, when it began 
to abate. At intervals the wires were 
worked without a battery and with 
ground connection. 
The line was 


worked with a metallic current by 
making a loop with two wires. 
The 


district call wires and short lines 
were not much affected, and tele- 
phonic communication seemed to be 
improved. 
The extraordinary fea- 


ture is that the weather is rainy and 
muggy, whereas electric storms gen- 
erally occur when the atmosphere is, 
clear and dry. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 17.—A peculiar 


electrical disturbance in connection 
with the working of the telegraph 
wires was noticed here this morning. 
It commenced about 8 o'clock and 
has continued up to noon. The phe 
nomenon presented here was such as 
to charge the wires, when the batte- 
ries were removed, and at times pre- 
senting a change of polarity in a 
brief period. 
The nse of the quad- 


ruple system had to be abandoned 
for a time, and a metallic current 
was found to work without the dis- 
turbance of current reversals. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the large major- 


ity which the Democrats will have in 
the next house of representatives, 
some of their-leaders, like Dan Voor- 
lioes, of Indiana, have hinted that 
tln>re w*!l be some very thorough 
work done in the matter of contested 
seats. About seventy of such cases 
are reported to be in process of prep- 
aration, and it is likely that the 
Democratic house committee on elec- 
tions will commit its first blunder in 
this direction. A large number of 
liepubliean congressmen have been 
elected this year by a very small ma- 
jority, and in all such oases the cry 
of fraud is to be raised, and the seat 
given to a Democrat upon the slight- 
est shade of probability. 


The Democratic party is very hun- 


gry, and those candidates for con- 
gress who were defeated by small 
majorities can spend a winter very 
pleasantly in Washington as contest- 
ante for seats, and have all their ex- 
penses paid if they fail.

Tbe Boundaries of AstroBOmy. 


The star sweeps along through our 


system with stupendous velocity. Now 
there can be no doubt that if the star 
were permanently to retain this velocity 
it would in the course of time travel 
right across oar system and after leav- 
ing our system would retreat into the 
depths of infinite space 
Is there any 


power adequate to recall this star voy- 
age to infinity9 We know of none, uu- 
less it be the attraction of the stars or 
other bodies of our sidereal system 
It, 


therefore, becomes a matter of calcula- 
tion to determine \v he t her the attraction 
of all the material bodies of our sidereal 
system could be adequate, even with 
universal gravitation, to recall a body 
which seems bent on leaving that sys- 
tem with a velocity of 200 miles per 
second. ThH interesting problem has 
been discussed by Professor Xewcomb, 
whose calculations wo shall here fol- 
low 
In the first place we require to 


make some estimate of the dimensions 
of the sidereal sjstem, in order to see 
whether it seems" likely that this star can 
ever be recalled. 
The number of stars 


may be taken at 100,000,000, which is 
irobably double as many as the number 


w\3 can see with our best telescopes 
The masses of the stars may be taken as 
on t he average fi\ a time1* as great as the 
mass of the sun. The distribution of the 
stare i» suggested by the constitution oi 
the milky way 
One bundled million 


stars are presumed to be disposed in a 
flat cironuir layei of such dimension 
that a ray of light would require 30,000 
\ears to traverse one diameter. As 
summg the ordinary law of gravitation, 
it is now easy to compute the efficiency 
of such an arrangement in attempting 
to recall a moving star. 


The whole question turns on a certain 


critical velocity of twenty-five miles a 
a second. 
If a star darts through the 


system we have lust been considering 
with a velocity less than 
twenty-five 


miles a second, then, after that star had 
moved for a certain distance, the at 
tractive power of the system would 
gradually bend the path of the star 
round, and force the stai toretuinto 
the system 
If, therefore, the veloci- 


ties of the stars were under no circum- 
stances more than twenty five miles a 
second, then, supposing the system to 
h we the character we have desiubed, 
that system might be always the same 
The stars might be m incessant mo- 
tion, but they must always remain ic 
the vicinity of oui present system, and 
our whole sidcial system might be an 
isolated object in apace, just as our solat 
system is nn isolated object in 
the 


extent of the sidereal system \Vo have, 
however, seen that for one stai at al 
events the velocity is no less tli m two 
hundred mi'es a second 
If this star 


dash through the system, then the at 
traotionsof all the bodies m the svstom 
will unite m one grand effort to recall 
the wandcrei 
This attraction must to 


some extent be acknowledged, the 
speed of the wanderer must gradually 
diminish as he recedes into spin e, but 
that speed will ncvei be lessened suffic 
lently to bring the stai bat k again.
